All this time the draft through the tun- 
nel was tremendous, and to offset this 
immense sheets of canvass were put up at 
One Hundred and Sixty-fifth Street and 
above One Hundred and Seventy-fifth 
Street. The thick, black, choking smoke 
drifted up and down through the tunnel 
until late in the afternoon it had become 
so thick at the One Hundred and Fifty- 
seventh Street station and in the switch 
yards three blocks above as to make it 
ulmost impossible to Move trains, The 
crews of several trains were overcome 
and had to be hurried into the air. 

When Chief Terpeny arrived he sent 
the driver of his wagon, George Volz of 
Engine Company No, 38, and Lieut. John 
Ryan of the same company to explore the 
tunnel and report on conditions, They en- 
tered the tunnel at One Hundred and 
Fifty-seventh Street, and as a long time 
passed and they had not been heard from, 
Frank Argue, driver of Truck No. 23, and 
Fireman Cameron, who lives near by and 
was off duty, volunteered to go down and 
look for them. 


Firemen Found Overcome. 


Lieut. Hanley of Engine No. 37, who 
was on relief duty, also joined the party, 
and after the hardest kind of work, dur- 
ing which Hanley was overcome and had 
to turn back, the men worked their way 
up through the dense smoke to within 150 
feet of the blaze without seeing anything 
of the missing firemen. They were about 
to turn back, further progress being im- 
possible, when the back draught catching 
the smoke swirled it away for a few feet, 
and Volz and Ryan were seen lying on 
their faces unconscious. Argue and Cam- 


eron managed to reach the men and 
dragged them back a few feet. Ryan soon 





showed signs of consciousness, and Cam-, 
eron got him to his feet and hurrted him | 
Volz, however, was quite done | 


to the air, 
up, and Argue, who is a giant in stature, 
threw the unconscious man _ over his 
shoulder and carried him to One Hundred 
and Fifty-seventh Street, where he got 
him out into the air. Last evening The 
had entirely recovered. Ryan went back 
to work an hour later. 

“In seventeen years’ experience in the 
Fire Department [ never saw a blaze like 
that,”’ said Argue. ‘‘ The whole interior 
of the tunnel was a mass of flame, and 
the smoke was so thick and acrid that 1 
don’t know how [ was able to breathe it 
us long as I did. My desire to get Volz to 
a place of safety sustained me, for the 
least hesitation would have meant the end 
of us both. All that time the power was 
on, and I had the fear of the third rail to 
add to my other troubles. We ordered 
the men not to run any trains while we 
were down there, and by sheer luck, al- 
though I couldn't see twenty feet ahead 
of me, I got out without accident. 

‘From what I could see of the tunnel 
all the station at One Hundred and Sixty- 
cighth Street and several blocks on either 
side were a mass of flames. I believe the 
train which Frey ran through the bulk- 
head was consumed, and that hundreds of 
ties stored in the tunnel added fuel to 
the flames. So far-as I am able to judge 
all the work in that space will have to be 
rebuilt. From time to time while I was 
down there I could hear the crash of 
falling brickwork when the arches burned 
away, and the concrete work must have 
had a baking that will make it necessary 
to renew it, Altogether it was the worst 
fire | ever saw.”’

We already 
viewed Colorado's new 
coreless apples from 
several positions, one of 
which also brought King

But while we have now as little doubt as 
he that the coreless apple is good—to eat— 
second thoughts on the subject have 
raised in our minds a few doubts if in the 
long run it will prove advantageous for 
men or for apples to turn the latter so 
far away from the way in which nature 
intended them to go. Coreless. means 
seedless, and seedless means doomed to 
an extinction that may be remote, but is 
as sure as sure. Were all apple trees ren- 
dered seedless, the duration of the species 
would: be limited to the time during 
which, without the invaluable aid of 
‘‘erossing,’’ the trees then alive could 
continue to send up from their roots a 
constantly deteriorating series of new 
shoots. Into that sad condition some 
cruel accident of environment has already 
thrown the banana, and if to-day some- 
thing—a frost, an insect, or the like— 
should kill all the banana plants, there 
never would be any nfore of them, in this 
world at least. 
the potato from its tubers alone has had 
upon that precious vegetable an effect 
that already is alarming many of its most 
thoughtful friends, and they foresee the 
necessity, in a not very distant future, of 
going back to the miserable little nubbins 
that grow wild in Mexico and developing 
them over again into the treasure houses 
of starch that do so much toward feeding 
the world—a long and costly task.

A Turbine Warship. 
From The London Standard 

A useful addition will be made to the navy 
in a few days by the delivery of the cruiser 
Amethyst. This warship is the first turbine | 
vessel to be added to the fleet, and for this! 
reason her advent is of special importance. 

The cruiser’s turbine engines have been fitted 
by the Parsons Marine Turbine Company, and 
her contract speed is 21.75 knots: In her re- 
cent trials on the masured mile off the Tyne, 
her turbines propelled her at the rate of 23% 
knotc. Her cost is over £250,000, and the equip- 
ment consists of twelve four-inch guns and 
eight three-pounder quick-firers. 

Turbine ships are growing in favor with 
shipowners, and from the Tyne and Clyde 
many ocean tramps are, and will be, under 
construction, including the new Cunard liner, 
the Carmania.

$41,500 IS ALREADY SPENT 


Committee Holds That Acceptance of 


a Gift Implies No Indorsement 
of the Giver. 


BOSTON, March 29.—The American 


Board of Commissioners for Foreign Mis- | 


sions announced to-day that its Pruden- 
tial Committee had accepted a report of 
the sub-committee, recommending the ac- 
ceoptance of the gift of $100,000 from John 
D. Rockefeller, but that final action on 
the matter had been postponed for two 
weeks. The report of the sub-committee, 
in the language of a statement issued by 
the board to-day, “ was received and ac- 
cepted as expressing the unanimous judg- 
ment of the Prudential Committee and 
the executive officers,” and was to the 
effect that the committee could not ac- 
cede to the protest of those who objected 
to the acceptance of the gift. 

The report alco stated that the gift was 
offered by Mr. Rockefeller and 
mously accepted by the Prudential Com- 
mittee on Feb. 14 last. It says that in 


accepting the gift the committee followed | 


the universal custom of the Church in 
the past “in receiving upon its altars 
the gifts of all who were moved to lay 
them thereon.”’ 

The report holds that the “ acceptance 

' of a gift involves no expression of opinion 
On the part of the committee as to the 
character of the givers, and to intercept 
a gift made to others in order to ex- 
.press an opinion seems unwarrantable.”’ 

Following is an abstract of the report 
of the sub-committee: 

“For almost a century the board has 
received gifts from every quarter in 
America, Christian and non-Christian 
Glike. In receiving gifts from these va- 
ried sources the board has in no degree 
@nd in no way passed judgment on the 
business, religion, character, or life of the 
donors.

-Plays made by players are seldom of 
any great value, but here as elsewhere 
the exception sometimes occurs just to 
prove the general rule, and the exhibition 
given by Mrs. Fiske’s company at the 
Manhattan Theatre yesterday afternoon 
must be viewed in the light of such an | 
exception. 

Not all of the three plays written by 
the actress are of equal merit, but even 
the least satisfying of them, ‘“‘ The Rose," 
reveals a hand skilled in the’ theatrical 
craftsmanship. Indeed, our chief objec- 
tion to this little play is its too obvious | 
theatrical quality, which might have been 
overlooked in the case of almost any one 
but Mrs. Fiske, who, whatever her merits 
and demerits may be, has come <:o be re- 
garded by a large portion of the public as 
the very High Priestess of dramatic nat- 
uralness. 

The play was written eleven years ago 
and was played at various times by Felix 
Morris. It tells in rather a conventional 
way the tale of self-sacrifice on the fart 
of a husband who, advanced in years and 
broken in health, gives up his own life} 
that his young wife may be happy with 
the youth whom she loves. The dialogue | 
is crisp and natural, and the little story | 
is told clearly and concisely. But the 
theme is trite, and it is not handled with} 
the originality of expression which we 
would probably have if Mrs. Fiske nad | 
written it to-day. Nor was its acting, | 
though generally competent, of such a 
nature as to increase its value. Mr. 
Arliss’s Count de Rohan, admirable in its 
way, was so filled with the mannerisms 
of utterance which have been present in 
most of his recent réles that we began to 
| wonder whether he was really the versa- 
| tile artist we had supposed. 

His acting in “ The Eyes of the Heart” 
| provided a very satisfying answer. Here

The Pittsburg market for pig iron for steel 
manufacture is pretty bare, it having been im- 
possible to squeeze out 10,000 to 15, tons of 
Bessemer pig for the Cleveland district for 
immediate delivery. 

The Steel Corporation, it is estimated, will 
need about 40,000 tons for pas delivery, which

While, therefore, the demand from the steel 
works in the East and in the Central West con- 
tinues extremely heavy, and while’the cast-iron 
pipe shops are consuming la Quantities of 
pig iron, the general jobbing foundry trade is 
still quite slack.
